equipped, separate lounge and smoking rooms, a buffet and a large 
observation room with tapestry covered chairs, divans and settees. 
There are, of course, ample writing facilities and a small library. 

The sleeping cars designed for this train are also "different”. 
Finished In brown, a color note which is carried out in the upholstery, 
curtains and carpets, these cars contain in addition to the usual 
public space, two compartments, a drawing room and eight sections. 
<£ach section, as will be seen frofn the illustration above, is separated 
from its neighbour by a permanent head-board, which gives an added 
degree of privacy to the occupant.

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TO READJUST 
CAPITALIZATION 
OF THE C. N. R. 


Ottawa.—For the flfst time since 
the creation of the National Rail¬ 
ways system, the government of the 
lay, through a responsible minister, 
pledged itself to the policy of re¬ 
adjusting the capitalization of the 
public owned railway. 

In the special committee of thej 
House of Commons which deals with 
accounts of the National Railways, 
this question was discussed, and 
Hon. Charles A. Dunning, minister 
railways, stated unequivocally that 
he regarded the recapitalization of 
the system as being of "very great 
Importance’’ and that the jplvem- 
ment desired at the earliest possible] 
moment to deal with It. 

Curiously enough, opposition toj 
the recapitalization of the National 
Railways arose Immediately from 
Conservative members of the com¬ 
mittee, R. B. Hanson, Conservative 
member for York-Sunbury, who hasj 
taken a leading part In the work of 
the committee, at once asserted that 
the carrying out of such a policy 
would bring demands for reductions 
in rates. He thought this was a very 
strong argument against any action] 
being taken. 

Mr. Dunning and Sir Henry Thorn¬ 
ton, however, held out for the re¬ 
capitalization, pointing out the innu¬ 
merable advantages which would fol¬ 
low and asserting that only in this 
way could Parliament deal justly by 
the able and conscientious officials 
who are endeavoring to make the] 
system a complete success and who] 
find that their best efforts avail 
nothing in overtaking the needs 
a huge, unwieldy and unjustifiable 
capitalization. 

Mr. Dunning introduced the sub¬ 
ject and in the course of his re¬ 
marks made it quite clear that the 
action probably would have been 
taken this session had It not been for I 
the intervention of junior sharehold¬ 
ers of the old Grand Trunk Railway, 
who are seeking the right to sue the 
government for compensation on ac¬ 
count of their securities. 

He failed to inform the committee 
as to whether or not the government 
would permit these shareholders to 
take action in the courts, but it 
commonly believed that a fiat will he 
issued and the case carried to the 
privy council. 


Wa Empire Competition 

King’s Trophy In Rifle Match Goes 
To South African Cadet 

Ottawa, Ont.—Cadets from South] 
Africa won the King's trophy in the 
rifle match in 1928, which was par¬ 
ticipated in by 83,000 boys from all 
parts of the Empire. Canadian 
won this trophy In 1927, and finished 
second In 1928. The results have Just ] 
been made public by the National 
Rifle Association. 

Commenting on Canada’s perform¬ 
ance the National Rifle Association 
report says; "Not only does Canada' 
possess many more brilliant individ¬ 
ual shots than any other country but 
she has a limited number of units 
capable of achieving very special dis¬ 
tinction. When mass efficiency be¬ 
comes the principal object 
many and fewer low scores have to 
be included In her national t 
premier prize, the King’s trophy will 
return to the Dominion.” 

While Canadian boys have lost the 
King’s trophy they have had other 
remarkable successes In the match. 
They won 82 stiver medals which are 
awarded for scores of 99 i 
points, and 152 bronze medals for 
scores of 97 and 98. The rest of the 
empire combined won a total of only 
124 of these medals.

The plane was said to have been 
but 150 feet from the ground when 
it went out of control and crashed 
with such force the engine buried it¬ 
self.

In this connection, please note that 
no such uniformity can be obtained 
until the porous nature of the sur¬ 
face, or suction, has been satisfied. 
In the case of metal surfaces the de¬ 
gree of suction, or porosity, is far 
I less noticeable; therefore, such sur¬ 
faces will naturally call for a differ¬ 
ent priming treatment. 

The second object to be aimed at 
in the first class priming coat is a 
proper degree of penetration of the 
face, so that the paint will to the 
greatest possible extent become a 
part of the surface—not merely so 
much pigment and oil spread but on 
top of, and insecurely bound to, the 
surface. 

Bearing thesp objects, in mind, the 
salesman will readily understand 
that a thick priming coat cannot 
possibly be a good priming coat. 
Why? Take the first object outlined 
above. If a thick priming coat is ap¬ 
plied on wood or plaster the porous 
nature of the surface will suck away 
most of the oil from the paint, which, 
mind you, needs just this quotaa of 
oil to. bind it and form a good film. 
The result is, that instead of having 
stopped the suction, you have mere¬ 
ly superimposed another surface, 
porous in nature because it has been 
deprived of too much oil and inse¬ 
curely bound to the surface for the 
! same reason—and that also kicks the
